DETAILED ACTION 
Title 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a brief 
description of figures 11-13 is missing from the "brief description of the drawings" 
section. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10 and 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 10 there is no antecedent basis for "the beam-splitter". Claim 1 
refers to first beam-splitter and a second beam-splitter. 

In claim 20 there is no antecedent basis for "the nonreciprocal optical 
element". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-17, and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Tearney et al(6, 134,003). 

Tearney et al teach an optical coherence tomography interferometer 
comprising a short coherence source(2); a first coupler(66); a measurement path 
comprising a Faraday circulator(30), scanning endoscope(34), and a sample(14); a 
reference path including a Faraday circulator (30), and a reference mirror(12); a 
second coupler(166); and differential detectors(116). See figure 3. The coupler(66) 
is not a 50/50 coupler. The coupler splits the radiation such that the reference arm 
only receives enough power to obtain shot-noise-limited detection. The reference 
mirror(12) is scanned to provide the desired delay.
